The index to a magazine or book is an objective, factual 
review. It cannot color contents with promotion blurbs It 
can tell only what is there and where it is. There lies its 
value. 


Preparing the Jowrnal index 1s a detailed task. Every time 
4 nursing Committee changes its name (which often’) 
the indexer must change and rearrange a considerable num. 
ber of cards and references. The cross references tor each of 
the nursing organizations and their commuttees represent 
just one type of problem which the indexer encounters wher 
she brings related subjects together in a logical arrangement 
for the convenience of Jowrnal subscribers. 


This annual index contains about 5000 items, including 
the many cross references which make for greater case in 
using volume 54. The subject headings reflect the new 
trends in nursing In addition to the many recently added 
headings, such as economic security, public relations, inter- 
national relations, World Health Organization,’ and new 
drugs, thes index stresses developments in such varied frelds 
as nursing service administration, teamwork, community 
activities, psychiatry and psychiatric nursing, and the eme- 
tional aspects of nursing care It offers detailed references 
to the myriad activines of the commuttees that have been 
responsible tor changes in the structure of the national nurs- 
ing organizations. A helpful feature is the Book Reviews 
section, which lists all book reviews together, under author 
as well as subject. 


Glance through this index, making a mental note of the 
major headings of those which especially interest you, get 
a general idea of what it contains and how it works This 
will give you a quick review of the year not only in the 
Journal bat also in nursing. 


Every article is indexed by author, if the authors name 
was published, and by subject’ For example, if you do bed- 
side nursing—private duty, general duty, or public Malt 
some article on a new treatment for burns may have failed 
to mterest you when it appeared But since then you have 
td a burned patient, or are hearing about a new treatment 
tor burns, and you now want to read the artxle The 
chences are you do not remember the author, but look under 
the heading ‘Burns’ where you will find it, of under “Sur. 
gery and Surgical Nursing” where it will be listed with 
many other articles on surgical nursing 

If you are a teacher, the index will guide you to many 
specie articles and will also provide you with leads for 
reading lists for your own and your students use Many 
articles have been listed together under such main headings 


as “Pediatrics and Pediatric Nursing, “Tuberculosis Nurs- 
ing, “Obstetrics and Obstetric Nursing, and other clinical 
nursing specialties, “Guidance , “Foreygn Countries, Nurs- 
ing im, Professional Adjustments “Inservice Education,” 
and so om. Also, under “Films,” “Teaching Nettes, and 
you wall find the materials to use im teaching nurses 
and patients 

If you wish to find, say, a certain article on qutrition, and 
you de not recall the title but remember chat Fart and Wolt 
wrote it, look under one of these names to find the article 
Or you may want to find an editorial on economin security 
for nurses You do noe recall the title and as editorials are 
not signed you cannot look under the authors mame The 
heading “Editorials will une you to it Or you may wane 
several articles on the economic security program and can- 
not begin to recall all the titles and authors. Look under 
the heading “Economic Security” and be rewarded by find. 
ing a list of, of cross reference to, every article, editorial, of 
news item on economic security that was published im the 
Journal during the year, Other subjects are treated im the 
same way. 

You may wonder how much there was in the Jowrnal last 
year about nursing in your state, or you may have moved to 
a new section of the country and wish co find out something 
about nursing in the state you are now living m All news 
ibout each stare is listed under the name of the state 


Use the index with imagination. If your fest attempt to 
find a vaguely remembered title fails, think what other sub- 
jects it might be classified under. The chances are the Journal 
indexer will have anticipated at least one of your guesses 
and you will find what you are looking for quite easily Hf 
your search proves fruitless, do not give up Write to the 
Journal tor the information. les staff will be glad to help 
you. Bur try the mdex fret—not only last years index bur 
the indexes to the two or three years past 

If your Jowhmals are not bound, consult the beginning of 
the index for a list of page numbers by months to help you 
find the month im which the pages you seek are located The 
“spine” or “backbone” of each Journal gives the pages 
unc huded 

It ts hoped that the index which is sent to each school of 
nursing each year will be bound with the 12 Jowrmals that 
make the volume for the year, in any case it os anticipated 
that the unden will be readily availeble in the library
